"For Christ also 
died for sins once for all, the just for 
the unjust, in order that He might 
bring us to God..." (I Peter 3:18 )

earth was to give us the way to 
obtain eternal life, through trust in 
Him. 

"If we say we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us. If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make Him a liar." 
( I John 1:8-10 )

see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him." (John 3:36 ) 
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Christ, the Good shepherd, also 
came "..in order that they (you and

"For the wages of sin is death 
(spiritual death), but the free gift of 
God is eternal life in Christ Jesus 
our Lord." (Rom. 6:23) 

WE CANNOT SAVE OURSELVES: 

"For by grace have you been saved 
(from eternal death) through faith; 
and that not of yourselves, it is the 
gift of God, not as a result of works, 
that no one should boast." 
( Ephesians 2:8-9 ) 

No one can climb his or her way to 
heaven. None of us are worthy of 
obtaining eternal life. 



In John 3:3 , we read about a very, 
very religious person named 
Nicodemus. Yet, Jesus said to him, 
"Truly, truly, I say to you, unless one 
is born again, he can not see the 
kingdom of God."

Just feeling sorry? NO!
